Demands from China Virtually the Sov- 


ereignty of “Manchuria. 


Prince Cheng of the Foreign Office is Imformed that No 
Further Steps in Evacuation Will be taken Until An 
Agreement is Signed to that Ejfect—Fapan . and 
Three Warships Wil Be Sent Out.

EKING, April 23.—[By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.} Russia has demanded that 
China sign an agreement practic- 


P 


ally ceding to her the sovereignty of 


Manchuria and excluding other nations 
from that country. The Russian Chargé 
Affaires, M. Plancon, has informed 
Prince Cheng, president of the Foreign 
Office, that no further steps in the 
evacuation of Manchuria will be taken 
until this agreement is signed. 

Prince Cheng refused the Russian 
terms, but his refusal probably pleases 
Russia, as well as his acceptance would 
have done, because either alternative 
means the relinquishment of Chinese 
sovereignty in Manchuria. The Rus- 
sian demands are as follows: 

First, no more Manchurian ports or 
towns are to be opened; second, no 
more foreign consuls are to be admit- 
ted into Manchuria; third, no foreign 
ministers except Russians are to be 
employed in the public service of Man- 
churia; fourth, the present status of 
the administration of Manchuria is to 
remain unchanged? fifth, the customs 
receipts at the port of New Chwang 
are to be given to the Russo-Chinese 
banks; sixth, a sanitary commission 
is to be organized under Russian con- 
trol; seventh, Russia is entitled to at- 
tach the telegraph wires and poles of 
all Chinese lines in Manchuria, and 
eighth, no territory in Manchuria is 
to be allenated to any other power. 

No explanation has been given to 
the Chinese of the Russian interpreta- 
tion of the fourth demand. The Chi- 


nese officials are greatly disturbed, but 
they are powerless. 

While the foregoing demands were 
before the Chinese for consideration, 
M. Placon assured his colleagues ex- 
plicitly that the only reason for the 
delay in restoring the government of. 
Newchwang to the Chinese was the 
organization of the sanitary commis- 
sion. 

There has been much feeling in Brit- 
ish circles over the appointment of a 
Russian commissioner in New Chwang, 
but this revelation of Russia's deter- 
mination to retain control of Man- 
churta and close the door there robs 
this appointment of its importance. 

The Chinese court returned to the 
Forbidden City today with a spectac- 
ular procession from the Hunting Park.

HIGH MARK PASSED 
PENSION ROLL. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 


ASHINGTON, April 23.—[Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch.] The interesting 
discovery was made at the Pen- 
sion Office, the other day, that last 
fall the pension roll reached the high- 
est point in the history of the country, 
bearing the names of more than 1,000,- 
000 pensioners in the months of July 
and September. After September it 
steadily fell off. Commissioner Ware 
said today that the decline was due 
to suffering and deaths among the old 
and feeble veterans in the fall and 
winter, caused by the scarcity of fuel 
resulting from the coal strike, 

For ten years there has been a lot 
of speculation as to whether Uncle 
Sam would ever have a million pen- 
sioners on his war list. Year after 
year the figures grew larger, but there 
were always pnenty of authorities to 
declare that the high-water mark had 
been reached and that a steady de- 
cline was due. Commissioner Ware 
called on the Chief Clerk of his de- 
partment, the other day, to make up 
a statement of pensioners on the rolls 
for each of the months of the present 
fiscal year. June 30, 1902, when the 
last report was made, the pensioners 
numbered 999,416, the greatest number 
ever recorded up to that time. The 
Chief Clerk's compilation showed 
a million for the month of July, the 
exact total being 1,001,494. In Sep- 
tember, it was 1,000,732, but from that 
period it began to fall, and March 1, 
of this year, there were only 297,414 
pensioners on the roll. 

Commissioner Ware says that the 
special pension laws that were passed 
by Congress at the last session will 
serve to keep the total pensioners near 
the million mark. Under recentiv- 
enacted laws, pensions may now be 
granted to a number of people who 
were formerly excluded from bounties, 


while at the same time 38 
of pensions were authorised in 
class of claims.

The President rode a big gray horse 
named Bonaparte during the whole of 
his tour. The horse belongs to Troop 
B. Third Cavalry, and is one of the 
surest-footed animals in the park. He 
showed what he could do in the first 
day out. To reach the first camp. 
which was named by the soldiers Cainp 
Roosevelt, it Was necessary to traverse, 
for about two miles, a narrow moun- 
tainous trail. which was covered with 
ice, Some of the party dismounted and 
led their horses down the trail, for a 
misstep meant death or serious injury, 
but the President stuck to the saddle 
and guided Bonaparte safely down the 
trail. 

The longest walk enjoyed by the 
‘President was taken Easter Sunday. 
He started out alone in the morning, 
declining the offer of other members 
of the party to accompany him. He 
spent the day in climbing Jnountains 
and walking alone theefrail. He cov- 
ered fully twenty allen, and did not 
return to camp until o'clock in the 
evening. When Maj. Pitcher found 
the President was determined to go 
by himself, he induced him to take a 
revolver so that he could signal in 
case of accident. ‘The first three days 
in camp the weather was extremely 
cold, and the President was compelled 
to break the ice in his bucket before 
performing his morning abiutions. Maj. 
Pitcher kept a diary while in camp, 
and the following extracts from it will 
give an idea of how the President spent 
his days: 

April 9—Left the Post at 9 a.m. and 
arrived at the camp on the Yellow- 
stone River about 1:30 p.m. At night 
n large campfire was lighted near the 
President's tent, and after dinner the 
party sat around it and told hunting 
stories until bedtime. This was al- 
most a nightly performance. 

April 10—Before starting out, the 
President announced that he under no 
circumstances would fire a shot in 
the park, even if tempted to do 80 by 
a mountain lion up a tree, fest he 
should give people ground for criti- 
cism. Rode up the river as far as 
Hell Roaring. Saw a number of deer 
and elk, and also saw an eagle attack 
a band of elk. Had lunch on Hell 
Roaring Creek, consisting of hardtack 
ard sardines.

HUNTINGTON TALKS

and Fresno as a nucleus. He admit- 
ted that he had bought the San Joa- 
quin electgic power plant in the moun- 
tains east of Fresno, which can fur- 
nish power enough for a network of 
electric lines. 

“Mr. Harriman has not yet noti- 
fied me that my resignation as a vice- 
president and director of the Southern 
Pacific Company has been accepted by 
him, remarked Huntington. My res- 
ignation was presented in good faith, 
and I see no reason why it should 
not be accepted. Mr. Harriman is pre- 
paring to fight the electric roads in 
SOuthern California in Wich I. W. 
Hellman and myself are interested. 
On that account, it would be improper 
and embarrassing for me longer to 
continue my connection with the 
Southern Pacific. . 

“In the long run, the electric lines, 
by thickly settling the country trib- 
utary to Los Angeles, will greatly 
add to the Southern Pacific revenue. 
Of course, Mr. Harriman has a right 
to go into an opposition electric line 
it he wants to do so. I do not make 
the matter a personal one with him. 
However, we cannot, in view of that 
fact, be associated in a business way 
any longer.” 

Huntington has not yet decided up- 
on an electric-road extension to Santa 
Barbara. He would not admit that he 
has been holding for Harriman an op- 
tion on the controlling stock of the 
California Northwestern Railroad.

INCREASE OF FREIGHT RATES. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC CONSIDERS. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—The 
Bulletin says there is a movement 
among a number of railroads to order 
a general increase of freight rates 
to cover the increased expense to the 
companies of the higher wage sched- 
ule recently adopted. This is true on 
the Southern Pacific.

British Force Annihilated in 


Somaliland. 


After Exhausting 
They Fought With Bayonets. 


Thirty-seven Sarvivors Tell Story 
of Battle With Mad ~ 
Mullahs Men.

LONDON, April 23.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] The War Office today received 
from Brig.-Gen. Manning, in command 
of the British forces in Somaliland, a 
digpatch dated twenty miles westwurd 
of Galadi, Somaliland, April 18, as fol- 
lows: 

“I regret to report that a fiying col- 
umn under the command of Col. Cobbe, 
which left Galadi April 10 to reconnoi- 
ter the road to Walwal, had a most se- 
rious check, April 17. On the morning 
of April 17 Col. Cobbe was at Gum- 
berru, forty miles westward of Galadi, 
and had decided to return to Galadi, 
owing to the serious difficulty in finding 
the road to Walwal and to the short- 
ness of water. He was about to leave 
his garéba (protected camp.) when fir- 
ing was heard in the direction of a 
mall party, under the command 1 
Capt. Olivey, which had been sent in 
a westerly direction to reconnoiter. 

At 9:15 in the morning Col. Cobbe 
dispatched Col. Plunkett with 160 men 
of the Second Battalion of the King’s 
African Rifles, 48 of the Second Sikhs 
and two Maxim guns for the extrica- 
tion of Capt. Olivey, if necessary. As a 
matter of fact. Capt. Olivey had not 
ben engaged. Col. Nunkett, on joining 
the detachment continued to push on, 
and at 11:45 Col. Cobbe heard a heavy 
fire in the direction taken by Col. Hun- 
kett, and at about 1 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon a few fugitives coming in re- 
ported that Col. Plunkett had been de- 
feated with loss. 

“The news has been fully corrobo- 
rated since, and 1 have to the 
total loss of Col. Plunkett's party, with 
the exception of 37 yaos, who have ar- 
rived here. 

The latest information extracted 
from the fugitives is to the effect that 
Col. Plunkett pushed on after the 
enemy's force to the open country seven 
miles westward .of Gumberru, where 
he was attacked by a very strong force 
of mounted troops and the enemy's in- 
fantry, who attacked at close quar- 
ters. He kept beck the enemy until he 
had no more ammunition, when he 
formed a square and charged with 
bayonets in the direction of Col. Cobbe’s 
Zareba. He moved some distance in this 
manner, but a great many men, includ- 
ing Col. Plunkett himeelf, were killed 
or wounded by the purauine enemy. 

“At last the epemy’s infantry over- 
whelmed the square, and annihilated 
them all with the exception of the 
thirty-seven fugitives above men- 
tioned.”

Dave Ingram of Kernville Suspected of 
Aiding Hulse in Defending the Fugi- 
tive—Elaborate Reception to Native 
Sons’ Grand Parlor.

BAKERSFIELD, April 23.—Fred 
Stumpf, the saloon man who was ar- 
rested yesterday, having acknowledged 
visiting McKinney, was released last 
night from the County Jail after being 
examined by the Sheriff. His partner, 
| Charles Davis, was locked up last 
night and spent the night in jail. Ed- 
ward Potter is still held and there is 
no evidence of any inclination to re- 
lease him, although he declares he does 
not know what he is in jail for. 

Stumpf, when asked why he had not 
warned the. officers of McKinney's 
presence in the city, said that he was 
in a quandary all Saturday night about 
what to do, as he fully anticipated 
trouble and hated to precipitate a mur- 
der. He was certain the outlaw would 
resist arrest and someone would be 
killed, 

“The officers were good friends of 
mine, Stumpf said, “and 1 did not 
want to see them killed or hurt. I did 
not aid McKinney, and did not in- 
tend to do so.” 

As to Davis there is said to be evi- 
dence that he lent aid to Hulse and Mc- 
Kinney by secreting ammunition and 
supplying them with it and del{berately 
concealed his knowledge of the out- 
law's presence in the city, of which his 

ner made no secret, although he 
ailed to report it to the officers. 

Hulse today acknowledged that Dave 
Ingram, the Kernville saloon-keeper 
whom he has hinted for the past two 
days was with McKinney and helped 
in the shooting, was in the city at the 
time and at his (Hulse’s) room at the 
joss-house. 

Dave Ingram was brought in from 
Kernville tonight by Constable Mc- 
Cracken and lodged in the County Jail, 
He was sullen and morose and refused 
to talk. He is the proprietor of a sa- 
loon at Isabella and was known to have 
been a friend of McKinney. It was not 
known, however, that he was in the 
eclty recently until Hulse confessed that 
he was here and at the josshouse, and 
charged him with complicity in the 
murder of Tibbett and Packard. 

When arrested Ingram made no re- 
sistance and did not show any ur- 
prise. Constable McCracken took no 
chances with him and brought him in 
handcuffed, much to the saloon-keep- 
er's indignation and disgust. Last 
January Ingram achieved some noto- 
riety by killing a Mexican laberer in a 
drunken braw! at his place of business, 
of which he was exonerated on the 
ground of self-defense. 

Examination of witnesses by the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office and Attorneys 
Packard and Laird, was continued all 
day at the private office of Sheriff 
Kelly. A stenorgrapher was present 
and took notes of all proceedings for 
the guidance of the lawyers. The for- 
mal inquest will be held on Saturday 
and the attorneys hope to have their 
case ready by that, time. 

Another Chinese was arrested this 
evening in connection with the bar- 
boring of McKinney in the josshouse. 
There are four Celestials now in jail.

LONDON, April 23.—I[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The budget which was intro- 
duced in the House of Commons to- 
day showed an estimated expenditure 
for 1908-04 of $719,770,000. The Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, Mr. Ritchie. 
fixed the national debt charge at $155,- 
000,000, of which $31,500,000 is availgbie 
for the sinking fund. 

The estimated revenue on the exist- 
ing basis of taxation is $773,850,000, 
giving an available surplus of $54,080,- 
000. Mr. Ritchie’s proposals included 
the abolition of duty on grain. The 
taxes on sugar are unchanged. Four 
pence is taken off the income tax. 
The duty on tea, which the trade ex- 
pected would be reduced, is not 
change 1. 
CHANCELLOR'S STATEMENT. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON, April 2.—Mr. Ritchie 
opened with the statement that, where- 
as his predecessors had to impose 
fresh taxation, it was his task to remit 
vurdens. He thought there was noth- 
ing in the monetary tus tion to create 
alarm. Money had been necessarily 
very scarce and dear as, in addition to 
the government demands, there had 
been many other calls on the money 
market.

Including the war 
debt, the national indebtedness now 
reached the enormous total of $3,991,- 
745 . The Chancellor, however, saw 
no §eason for apprehension in the fall 
of consols. 

Turning to the expenditure for 1903-04, 
the Chancellor estimated that it would 
amount to $719,770,000. and said he pro- 
posed to fix the annual national debt 
charge at $135,000,000, of which $31,500,000 
is available for the sinking fund. This 
amount would rapidly ingrease as re- 
payments were received from the 
Transvaal until four or five years hence 
it would reach / $45,000,000, the largest 
amount, both absolutely and propor- 
tionately, ever granted. 

The Chancellor viewed with great 
concern the increase in the army ex- 
penditure, and hoped great reductions 
would be possible soon. On the other 
hand, the possession of a strong navy 
was not a matter of national pride, but 
of life and death, and to preserve a 
strong navy he would grudge no cost. 
There was an indication that some of 
great Brtiain’s neighbors wished to call 
a halt in their expenditures for arma- 
ment. it this was the case, Great 
Britain was fully ready to follow suit. 

After a reference to the raids made 
on all sides on the exchequer, including 


the demands for the payment of mem 


bers of the House of Commons and for 
old age pensions the Chancellor esti- 
mated the revenue for 1903-04 on the ex- 
isting basis of taxation of $773,850,000, 
giving an available surpius of $54,080,000, 
and proceeded, saying 
than half the war taxation had falien 
on the income taxpayer, they therefore 
had the first claim for consideration. 
He was not satisfied with the present 
method of levying the tax, and thought 
a committee of the House of Commons 
ought to be appointed to revise it. 

Meanwhile, he proposed a reduction of 
four pence in the pound sterling. The 
balance of the surplus would be given 
to the relief of indirect taxation of the 
necessaries of life.

Sev- 
eral weeks ago a turf investment con- 
cern, Whose affairs were aired in court, 
alleged that its working methods had 
been sanctioned by the Assistant At- 
torney-General for the Postoffice De- 
partment. In he charges involved the 
office of the istant Attorney-General] 
and a lawyer formerly connected with 
that office were ventilated very gener- 
ally at that time, and an investigation 
was organized by the Postmaster- 
General. This was really the incep- 
tion of the investigation that has 
spread into every part of the depart- 
ment, The complaints crystallized into 
a formal request for Tyner's resigna- 
tion. signed by the Postmaster-Gener- 
al March 9 last. Tyner had been in 
exceedingly bad health for a long téme 
and had visited the office only at rare 
intervals, leaving the office €ntirely in 
charge of his assistants fer months 
ata time. He is suffering from an un- 
usually severe case of paralysis, and 
in consideration of this fact the request 
for his resignation was based on his 
ill-health,

It must in- 
deed be painful for you to sever your 
relations with the department with 
which you have been associated for 80 
many years, and of which you were at 
one time the official head. 

Your resignation is accepted in view 
of all the circumstances, and I deem 
it just and proper that it should take 
effect May 1, 1903, and that you be giv- 
en leave of absence until that date. I 
trust this will give you rest and free- 
dom from care, and will be of mate- 
rial aid in bringing improvement to 
your condition, which is at the pres- 
ent time of such a serious nature as 
to render impossible any dabor on 
your part.

The announcement of yesterday's de- 
velopments were made by Postmaster- 
General Payne late this afternoon to a 
large number of newspaper correspond- 
ents. In a voice that trembled with 
emotion, he said that he regretted to 
have to eay that he had found it neces- 
sary to remove from office the Assistant 
Attorney-General of the department, 
and after speaking in a general way 
about the facts already developed, he 
said the story was best told in the cor- 
respondence, which he then read in a 
most feeling tone. Then he announced 
that he could say nothing further on 
the subject, and that he preferred not 
to be asked any questions. 

He was asked if any arrests will be 
made as the result of the abstraction of 
papers, and if anyone else in the office 
was involved. He said that these were 
matters which he could not discucs; 
that it rested with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, to whom the papers would go as 
soon as the record of the case would be 
copled and submitted. The case, how- 
ever, he added, would be in the hands 
of the Department of Justice tomorrow, 
and what further steps will be taken 
will be decided by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. He did not care to venture any 
prediction as to the outcome. 

Tyner, at the time the papers were 
taken, was etill technically Assistant 
Attorney-General, and this fact will 
figure in consideration of the question 
by the Department of Justice. It its 
pointed out, however, that although Ty- 
ner still held the office. his resignation 
not having yet become operative, the 
acceptance of the resignation was with 
the strict understanding, specifically 
stated in the letter of acceptance, that 
he would not attempt to administer the 
duties of his office. It is fully realized 
by the Postmaster-General that the 
case presents a delicate situation, and 
for that reason he declined today to 
enter into a discussion of the facts. 

Tyner has been in the government 
serviee in very important capacities for 
many years. He served Assistant 
Attorney-General for the Postoffice De- 
partment, and later was First Assistant 
Postmaster-General. Subsequently he 
became Postmaster-General and later 
he again assumed office in the depart- 
ment. He is one of the best-knowfii n 
in official life in Washington. He and 
Mrs. Tyner and President and Mrs. 
Grant were intimate friends. During 
the Universal Postal Congress, which 
met here in 1897, he was one of the 
committee which represented this gov- 
ernment. 

An effort made tonight to obtain from 
Tyner or Mrs. Tyner a statement met 
with no success, re. Tyner stating 
they had nothing to say on the subject. 
The suggestion was thrown out that 
there might be something to give out 
by Gen. Tyner side some time in the 
future. Mrs. Tyner apparently took 
matters very coolly. If at all concerned 
about the Postmaster-General's letter. 
she did not show it in her manner to 
those who called at the house during 
the evening. While refusing to admit 
directly that Gen. Tyner received Mr. 
Payne's letter, it was evident from her 
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answers to the queries on the subject 
that she either had receiv it, or had 
been made acquainted with its contents. 

Gen. Tyner is in a very weak and al. 
most helpless condition from his long 
sickness. He remains in his room most 
of the time, and sees very few callers. 

After Gen. Tyner had received the 
letter of dismissal from Postmaster- 


tation R. Ross Perry and L. T. Mich- 
ener, attorneys of this city, who are 
intimate friends, regarding the .mat- 
ter. These gentlemen later in the 
evening made a statement asking a 
suspension of judgment in the case. 

“The papers taken from the safe,” 
the statement says, are now in the 
possession of Gen. Tyner, in the same 
condition in which they were when 
taken from the safe. They are all the 
Private papers of Gen. and Mrs. Ty- 
ner save one bundle, which relates to 
a matter not at all connected with any- 
thing now pending in the department, 
and long since closed. These papers 
will all be placed at t isposal of 
the proper authorities of govern- 
ment.” 

Perry and Michener will go to the 
Department of Justice tomorrow and 
communicate the facts In the case to 
the officials there, at the same time 
offering to place at their disposal for 
examination the papers taken from 
the safe.

This action 
of the Fourth Assistant Postmaster- 
General was for the purpose of get- 
ting a general understanding of how 
the affairs of the Division of Salaries 
and Allowances and Division of Free 
Delivery have been conducted. 
Inspectors, under Chief Cochran, 
are engaged in investigating specific 
charges, and they are said to aggregate 
several hundred. Charges were mage 
by postmasters and employés in - the 


. postoffices, as well as by citizens and 


manufacturers of postoffice and. pos- 
tal supplies. The charges which form 
the real basis of this branch of in- 
vestigation are that cancelling ma- 
chines, registering clocks, twine, wrap- 
ping paper, postoffice boxes, mall bags 
and all the manifold supplies pf the 
Postoffice Department were bought in 
enormous quantities and supplied at a 
rate far exceeding anything needed, 
and that almost every contract of this 
descrintion is tainted with favoritism 
and fraud. 

Yesterdav a stranger called on Mr. 
Payne and presented to him a paper 
containing charges involving the names 
of certain postoffice officials and a 
certain member of Congress respect- 
ing a contract for supplying automatic 
cashiers, from which it is alleged $12,- 
500 was deducted from the contract 
price, and divided.

I have been approached at different 
times by. parties who intimated to me 
that I could make money by allowing 
a roll call on what is known as the 
Mueller Traction Bill or permitting its 
passage. 1 don't know whether the 
parties making the statements were 
authorized to make them or not; but 
the statements having been made to 
me and some of them very recently, 
fully convinced me that there was 
something wrong with this effort on 
the part of outside parties to push this 
bill. For this reason, I denied the roll 
call and have stood firm on this prop- 
osition to the very limit. A majority

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WILL EXPERIMENT. 

In all probability the city of Chi- 
cago will very soon have an oppor- 
tunity to conduct an experiment on a 
large scale in the matter of municipal 
ownership of street railways. The ex- 
periment will doubtless be tried. 
Whether it will eucceed or not will 
depend upon so many different fac- 
tors that it would be folly to hazard 
a prediction, in the light of present 
conditions, as to the onttome.. 

At the municipal checHon recently 
held in Chicago both candidates for 
Mayor made the campaign on a plat- 
form declaring in favor of municipal 
ownership. Mr. Harrison was re- 
elected. He has for some years past 
advocated municipal ownership, not 
only of street railways, but of other 
public utilities. The opportunity for 
the realization of these plans, so far 
as the street railways are concerned, 
seems to be near at hand, and it is 
presumed that Mayor Harrison and 
those closely associated with him in 
the management of Chicago’s munic- 
wal affairs will proceed to take ad- 
vantage of the situation. 

The Union Traction Company, which 
owns or controls something like two- 
thirds of the street railway lines in 
Chicago. has been or is about to be 
declared insolvent, application for the 
appointment of a receiver having been 
made on Wednesday, following the 
rendering of judgments aggregating 
about $1,300,000 in favor of eastern 
creditors. “Incidentally,” says a dis- 
patch, “the collapse is an echo of the 
reélection of Mayor Harrison on a 
platform of municipal ownership and 
more favorable franchises for the 
eity.” 

In this connection, the 
naturally suggests itself as to 
whether, if the management of these 
lines\ under their favorable franchises 
could not bring the balance on the 
right side of the ledger, municipal 
ownership will make them remunera- 
tive, or even self-sustaining. This, 
however, is a question which 1s to be 
answered, and a problem which is to 
be solved, by the experiment which 
is apparently about to be tried in 


Chicago. The entire country will 


look with more than ordinary inter- 
est upon the wrestling of Chicago 
with this somewhat intricate problem. 
Tf the outcome should be a successful 
solution the system of municipal own- 
ership of public utilities would prob- 
ably be extended to other cities and 
sections within a few years. If, on 
the other hand, the Chicago experi- 
ment should prove to be a dismal 
failure, the theories of those who ad- 
vocate munictpal ownership of about 
everything would receive a serious 
set-back. een 

The insolvency of the Union Trac- 
tion Company appe to have reached 
a crisis just in time to afford to the 
city of Chicago an oppertunity to put 
into Operation the experiment of munic- 
ipal ownership under the most favor- 
able conditions that could reasonably 
be expected. The city will probably 
soon have an opportunity to purchase 
the lines and equipment at a much 
lower price than had been expected. 
The price of these properties will be 
still further -depressed by the fact 
that most of the franchises under 
which the Union Traction Company 
operates will expire within a few 
years. If a crisis had not occurred in 
the company’s affairs at this time the 
city would probably have had to wait 
until the expiration of the franchises 
before acquiring possession of the 
property, or would have been obliged 
to pay more than the properties are 
worth. With the company in the 
hands of a receiver, its affairs can 
be wound up within a comparatively 
short time, and the entire equipment 
can be sold to the city at a reason- 
able price. Then—we shall see. 


HE MAN FROM IOWA. 

In a recent editorial on the good 
work being done by the California 
Promotion Committee, in the encour- 
agement of immigration to the State, 
reference was made to a list. published 
in a recent report of the committee, 
showing the States and foreign coun- 
tries from which letters of inquiry 
had been received. In reprinting the 
names of the twelve States from which 
the largest number of inquiries have 
been received, The Times omitted the 
State of lowa. It should have come 
ninth in the list, with 1107 letters of 
inquiry received since the committee 
was organized, in August last, this 
State being exceeded only by Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, Missouri, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ta. 

The man from lowa“ is prominent 
in affairs in Los Angeles county. In 
a statement published in the Midwin-

LOS ANGELES, April 6.—The fight 
between the Los Angeles Times and the 
Typographical Union has been one of 
the bitterest and longest drawn out of 
any in the history of trade unionism. 
The original question at issue has long 
since been lost sight of; the warfare 
having now reached the chronic stage 
neither party hoping for, nor indeed 
desiring, an adjustment of the dim 
culty on any other than a Kue to 
throat basis.. 

Not only has the Typographical 
Union declared and maintained a rigid 
boycott against The Times for years, 
but every other labor union has been 
drawn into the struggle, and has ex- 
erted its every power in the interest 
of the union printers. 

GEN. OTIS A FIGHTER. 

The story of the original trouble is 
a simple one. In 1890, a large percent- 
age of the printers of Los Angeles 
joined the Typographical Union, and at 
the behest of the soft-handed delegate 
who assisted them to organize, de- 
manded that the four daily newspaper 
offices should unionize their forces. 
This demand was resisted by all the 
papers, but in a short time three 
yielded to the demand of the printers. 

Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, then, as 
now, the principal owner of The Times, 
announced he would never accede to 
the demands of the union, and at once 
began securing other men to take the 
places of the strikers. The Times at 
that time was a comparatively small 
institution, and it was freely predicted 
that it could not win out. 

This, however, developed two facts, 
the first of which is that the newspaper 
which succeeds best is the one having 
backbone enough to conduct its own 
business in its own way. mme other 
equally important discovery is this: the 
power of organized labor here has been 
grossiy overestimated. From time to 
time during the early history of the 
struggle, overtures were made by the 
printers toward a settlement of the 
“strike.” Gen. Otis, however, denied 
there was any strike, and refused ab- 


proached him, upon the ground th 
there was no difficulty to adjust — 
who were not 
8 employ, an 
desire to employ. 
early became apparent to the Ty- 
pogtraphical Union that the 
was hopeless unless they were able to 
enlist public Sympathy to the extent of 
withdrawing patronage from the paper. 
This it set about to do, and all labor 
unions, local, State and national, were 
warned of a boycott against The Times 
ADVERTISERS LIKED IT. 


Circulars were printed and distrib- 
uted broadcast, appealing to citizens 
to cancel their subscriptions; heart to 
heart talks were had with merchants, 
informing them that labor would not 
regard kindly any further patronage 
of The Times’ advertising columns; the 
Union Labor News littered the lawns 
of all the citizens week after week, be- 
‘ing filled with glaring misrepresenta- 
tions of The Times and its attitude; 
labor processions on Labor Day car- 
ried transparencies denouncing Gen. 
Otis as the arch-enemy of the working- 
man; they cheered in front of the other 
newspaper offices, and hissed and 
groaned in front of The Times Office. 
* Still The Times grew, and issued 
sworn circulation statements monthly, 
showing rapid and consistent growth. 


These statements were hooted at and: 


denounced as lies, but the fact that 
‘The Times wes enlarged, and that it 
carried more advertising matter every 
year could not be denied. 

The situation became desperete. That 
advertising was one of the chief sources 
of income of the paper was known, and 
a mighty effort was made to force mer- 


chants to withdraw their advertising. 


Petitions were circulated among them, 
and were signed by many. but when 
the principal advertisers, the men who 
advertised for the purpose of having 
their advertisements seen, were ap- 
proached, difficulties were encountered. 
WAR ON BIG ADVERTISERS. 
Finally several large stores agteed to 
discontinue their advertising if other 
stores could be induced to become par- 
ties to the agreement. It looked like 


city, who carried a double-page ad- 
vertisement in every Sunday's Times 
and used a great deal of space in other 
issues, declined to sign the agreement, 
and thus defeated the movement. 80 
enraged were the labor unions at the 
action of this store, that they went to 
the proprietor and told him if he did 
not sign the agreement every labor 
union in the city would duly declare 
a boycott against his store. 

He, however, having witnessed the 
course of the boycott upon the most 
successful newepaper in the city, re- 
fused to come to terms. The boycott 
was declared, and as a large percentage 
of his trade was known to come from 
working people, it was believed he 
could not survive. However, the 
throng that had been in the habit of 
visiting his store did not diminish. It 
was even contended the patronage of 
the firm had increased, and this firm, 
after the fashion of boycotted firms, was 
waxing fat. This was the fact. 

PAPER HAS THRIVED. 

The Los Angeles Times has increased 
its average daily circulation from about 
12,000 copies: in 1890, to about 35,000 
copies at the present, with a Sunday 
cireulation of about 45,000 copies. No 
other newspaper in the city can com- 

re with it in circulation or advertis- 
ng patronage. Indeed, no paper on the 
Pacific Coast carries nearly as much 
advertising as the Los Angeles Times. 

The fight which The Times has made 
is of great value to this community, 
because it has demonstrated beyond 
question that the sympathy ot the Los 
Angeles public is not with organized 
labor as against unorganized labor. it 
has encouraged manufacturers to come 
here, where they may expect fair treat- 
ment, and where they will be permitted 
to conduct business as it best sults 
them. It has also discouraged union 
labor from making unreasonable de- 
mands.

There was no lockout, as might 
be inferred from the article, on account 
of the printers joining the union. On 
the contrary, The Times had employed 
none but union printers for some years 
before the strike of 1890 began. The 
trouble arose over the unreasonable 
and arbitrary demands of the union, 
made on the four daily newspapers of 
Los Angeles. The Times wae the last of 
the four Los Angeles dailies, then ex- 
isting, to take up the gage of battle 
which the union threw down. The war 
was forced upon the publishers, and 
when The Times had no alternative but 
ignominious surrender or fight, it 
buckled on its armor with the grim de- 
termination to fight to a finish and 
win. It has won. 

The other three papers surrendered 
after the first few preliminary skir- 
mishes, but The Times’ colors were 
“nailed to the masthead,” and there 
they remain today. It entered the fray 
with a financial burden almost greater 
than it could bear, but in the course 
of a few years, after conducting an 
expensive ca ign single-handed, it 
had discharged every dollar of its obli- 
gations and had money in bank, while 
its timid contemporaries who surren- 
dered their business, honor and inde- 
pendence to the tyrannical foe, went 
broke—every one—and all subsequent 
attempts to make the unionized hulks 
sail before the prosperity gale have 
been palpable failures. 

The average circulation of The Times 
for the year 1899, when the strike be- 
gan, was only 6713, instead of 12,000, as 
stated by the New York Commercial. 
The avera circulation during the 
month of March, 1908, was 36,711 copies, 
a gain of almost 30,000 during the pe- 
riod when the efforts to down The 
Times were prosecuted. 

As to the advertising patronage of 
The Times, it is unprecedented in the 
history of American ree published 
under like conditions.

Court, who made this appointment, that 
he would not hesitate to act in disap- 
proving the conduct of the receiver in 
the mattere to which this report es- 
pecially calls attention, but might even 
go further than I feel warranted in do- 
ing as referee, by making an order of 
removal of the receiver. 

“A consideration of the testimony 
taken in disposing of this matter would 
make it very difficult, under the au- 
thorities ,to deny the prayer of the 
petitioners in this case.

At this critical moment I was thrown 
from my horse one day and my leg 
broken. But at such a time one has 
to work and think strenuously, even 
though one lies upon a sick bed. 1 
was still obliged, though suffering m- 
tense pain, to direct the movements of 
my troops and to confer with the lead- 
ers of the opposing army and with 
prominent men from. Caracas who fa- 
vored our cause. in the end we en- 
tered the capital triumphantly without 
having to fight the great battle which 
had been expected. The army of the 
government came over, to us, and the 
people welcomed us as liberators. Sefi- 
or Andrade and his associates fied. 
taking with them large sums which 
properly belonged to the public ex- 
chequer. I was carried into Caracas 
on a stretcher at the head of my army 
on October 20, 1899. and acclaimed as 
president by the people and subse- 
quently by the national congress. 

Thus it was that I was called to be 
President of Venezuela by the loyal- 
ty and bravery of my soldiers and the 
discontent of the nation with the old 
regime. Rut the task of becoming 
president was easy compared to the 
task of keeping my position. 

SEDITIOUS OUTBREAKS. 

During the greater part of my tenure 
of office the country has been harassed 
by revolutions fomented by persons 
who desire to serve their own selfish 
interests at the expense of the public 
peace and the welfare of the nation. 
These regrettable outbreaks have cost 
many lives; indeed, one may say they 
have drenched the country with blood 
and tears. Only once have the revo- 
lutionists come within measurable dis- 
tance of success. That was in the 
great battle at La Victoria last year, 
which hung in the balance for five days 
before it ended in the complete victory 
of my troops. 

As a Venezuelan, I am _ intensely 
proud of my country and my race, and 
I think I may justly claim that that 
terrible battle at La Victoria proves 
the Venezuelan soldiers, of both par- 
ties, to be men of unfailing courage 
and dogged endurance. Honor to the 
fallen who died with their faces to 
the foe! 

Many people have asked me: “How 
was it that you conquered in that bat- 
tie when, by all the rules and theories 
of war, you ought to bive been easily 
beaten?” 

I have always replied that I can 
hardly understand it myself, that I 
must have won because the God of 
Battles fought on my vide, and becaure 
the opposing army was badly led. 

It was certainly one of the most ex- 
traordinary battles in the history of 
warfare, and as a soldier I am some- 
times inclined to regret that military 
experts representing the great powers 
were not present. They would have 
learned much. They would have 
learned, for one thing, that a cause 
is never lost, however hopeless it may 
seem, while there is still a rifle in one's 
hand and a stout heart to use it.

LORDSBURG, April 23.—War is on 
between the local population and the 
Southern California Bill Posting Com- 
pany.

“DRY” ORDINANCE SUPPORTED. 

SANTA MONICA, April 23.—Fred- 
erick Baker, City Attorney of Long 
Beach, makes a statement in which is 
Shoun the legal standing of the probi- 
bition ordinance which it is proposed to 
submit to the voters here. The ordi- 
nance is the one approved by the com- 
mittee of twenty-one clergymen and 
citizens and on which they will ask the 
City Trustees to call an election. It 
was in force in Long Beach previous 
to three months ago. Baker defended 
that ordinance in a large number of 
cases and his statement is on 
that experience. — 

There has been no decision by any 
of the courts holding any part of the 
former Long Bench liquer ordinance 
(the one in force there from January, 
1900, to January, 1803.) void or defect- 
ive.” said Baker. The principal pur- 
pose, or reason 
January was to include 
stringent provisions regulating 
sale of liquors at drug stores for 
icinal purposes, and it is these latter 
‘provisions that are attacked by pro- 
cefings now pending in the Superior 
Covert in the Wingard cases. Numerous 
cases, both civil and criminal, in which 
the old ordinance was. attacked were 
brought against some of the city em- 
cers. but none of these attacks were 
successful.
